Crisis in the UN 


The wishy-washy policies of th<= United 


Kations in its internal affairs, resulting 
from the refusal of so many of its mem- 
bers to face the realities of international 
life, now appear to doom the organization 
at least in the form in which it was orig- 
inally conceived. 


The Soviet Union, apparently unhappy 


because the UN hasn't itself triggered a 
crisis over unpaid debts by its members, 
has brought about the crisis. Russia is, in 
effect, daring the UX to do anything about 
the USSR's latest refusal to pay its bills. 


The Soviet Union always has refused to 


pay for the military expenditures of the 
UX in the Congo and the Middle East. Last 
week Soviet Representative Xikolai Fedo- 
renko announced that Russia would deduct 
from its share of UN expenditures the 
charges for five operations. In addition to 
the former ones, the Russians will not pay 
the interest or principal on the bond is- 
sues used to keep the operations going, 
the UN field force which supplies person- 
nel for overseas missions, and all agencies 
established as a result of UX intervention 
in the Korean and Palestine conflicts. The 
amount Russia owes for these operations 
totals more than 846 million. 


Last year, when the bond issue was 


dreamed up to get. around the refusal of 
several nations to pay for the military op- 
erations, the interest and reduction of the 
principal were added to the regular assess- 
ments of UN members. Now Russia has 
refused to abide by this decision. 


Of course this is anarchy on an inter- 


national scale. If Russia gets away with not 
paying for UX1 activities with which it 
doesn't at the moment agree, nothing hut 
good will will keep the UN alive and there 
simply isn't enough of that around, con- 
vertible to cash. But this is. in large meas- 
ure, a weakness within the UN. A number 
of other countries are in arrears, partly 
because of financial troubles at home but 


of this year's convention delegates. There 
were others. There was the so-called "lib- 
erty amendment," plentifully ballyhooed 
before the rally began. This is the utterly 
impracticable idea of repealing the income 
tax, which no American who has more 
than a sixth grade understanding of na- 
tional life can conceivably support.

If the UN doesn't insist that Rus- 
sia pay up or lose its vote, the international 
body will soon collapse from starvation 
and we might just as well stop paying any 
attention to it even as a reputable debat- 
ing society. If the rules are enforced and 
the Soviet Union's vote is withdrawn, Rus- 
sia might well resign. This is the sword 
which the timid arc afraid to use. Those 
wljo insist that a truly universal interna- 
tional body is preferable for maintaining 
peace will quail. 


But the choice must be made in favor 


of making Russia put. up or get out. The 
United Xations may collapse in any event, 
but at least it will have maintained a bit 
of honoruand self-respect. If it gives in to 
the Russian blacRmail we might as well 
turn that beautiful building in New York 
into headquarters for an international nar- 
cotics and vice ring. It would be in keeping 
with its degeneration and far more profit- 
able.

of the realtors in this community 
trying to justify their opposition 
to fair housing legislation by a 
moral argument. Roth Eugene 
Garvey, in a recent inferview 
reported in the Post-Crescent, 
anrl Karl P. Baldwin, in a recent 
letter tn the Post-Crescent, have 
maintained that fair housing leg- 
islation would be a violation of 
property rights that are sacred 
to individuals. This argument is 
the grossest kind of casuistry.

Every gain s e e m s larger fe- 


fore we have it than after we 
have achieved it: the r a i s e 
that looked so considerable a 
year ago has added to our ex- 
penses without substantially in- 
creasing our savings; the wom- 
an who fitted our needs so ex- 
quisitely during the engagement 
is a moon whose "dark side" we 
begin to glimpse only after Ihe 
marriage. 


Unless we are able to hold our 


fears and our hopes in a more or 
less sophisticated equilibrium. 
v\e are continually in danger of 


losing our emotional balance, of 
pinning too much on the Big 
Break or shrinking away ' too 
fearfully from the spectre of 
failure and disaster. 


Tf we look back upon our child- 


hood, we can plainly see how 
obvious this is: n e i t h e r the 
catastrophes nor the triumphs 
wore as meaninful or decisive 
as we had imagined.

that they have been betrayed 
by their hopes coming true. They 
delusively believed that things 
would be well once fame and 
fortune were theirs; and all then- 
fanatical striving for success was 
directed toward this end. When 
their infantile wishes were grati- 
fied, however, they quickly found 
that some basic satisfaction had 
eluded them. They had climbed 
lo the peak — but the top of 
the mountain is cold, windy, and 
lonesome. 


Hope, of course, 
is a better 


comrade-in-arms than 
fear, 
if 


we must make a choice. But 
both altitudes must he temper- 
ed by the calm recognition that 
neither leads us to heaven or to 
hell.
